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3. Basic Intelligence 


1 . The NIS Program la steadily fulfilling the fundamental mission 
set forth for it by the National Security Council in Intelligence directive 
No. S oi 13 January ! 94S. During almost nine years of operation a total 
of 3,347 NIS sections has been produced, representing more than 65% of 
total world coverage, principally on areas of high priority establshed by 
the JCS. NIS coverage of the Sino-Soviet Bloc countries is essentially 
complete and under active maintenance; and similar coverage should be 
realised ky next year for aeajly ali areas in A e stern Europe, th# Near 
East, and the Far East. These are significant contributions to the 
National Intelligence effort and attest to the consistently strong, co- 
ordinated support of totr-e 40 government activities which contribute 

to the NIS.

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4. Related to the N1S P- ogrem are the foreign geographic nan e 
gazetteers which are finding satensive use throughout the Government. 

NIS Gazetteer* comprizing nearly two miUMm geographic name* have 
teen produced to date and essentially cover all foreign area* of the worid. 
During thi* six -month period nine Nli> CaieiUert were produced, and an 
additional nine were revised and pu. dished under the Nlo maintenance 
program. 


5. Agency support and coordination vers excellent during the 
period of this report. N1S intelligence requirements were reviewed 
and extended to belter serve the increasing needs of the Government 
for comprehensive aaic intelligence. While some aspects of our 
intelligence have improved in quality, We cannot view with complacency 
the present level of attainment. Moreover, all contributing agencies 
are prone to defer NL> production until the latter portions of a fiscal 
year which causes a High production peak toward* tha end of the year 
and, in turn, create* a "heavy review overload and results in unacceptable 
delays in the processing and production of the finish d intelligence. 

Mors important, intelligence quality suffers under such last minute 
production pressure. 
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
